SITUATION 

(Slide 1) It was dark, the street lights were on, the skies were cloudy, and (slide 2) the 5-lane 
east- west, asphalt road surface was dry and free of defects. Case vehicle (A) was traveling west 
in the right westbound lane and was towing a utility trailer. (Slide 3) Vehicle (B) was stopped 
facing east at a traffic light in the center turn lane of the east-west road, and the driver was 
waiting to make a left turn at an intersection with a north-south road. As case vehicle (A) 
approached the intersection, the traffic signal turned yellow and vehicle (B) pulled out and made 
a left turn in front of case vehicle (A). The driver of case vehicle (A) was unable to stop the 
vehicle in time and the front of case vehicle (A) struck the right side of vehicle (B). The right- 
front, left-rear, and right-rear passengers of vehicle (B) were ejected from the vehicle. All 
occupants of case vehicle (A) and vehicle (B) were transported by ambulance to a local area 
hospital. The right-rear passenger of vehicle (B) was admitted to the hospital for four days, the 
right-front passenger of case vehicle (B) was held over night for observation. All other 
occupants of both vehicles were treated and released. 

GENERAL VEHICLE DAMAGE AND ESTIMATED CRASH SEVERITIES 

(Slide 4) Damage to case vehicle (A) was minor. (Slide 5) The maximum crush was 22 cm at the 
left center of the front bumper. Direct damage began at the right bumper corner and extended 
153 cm to the left, resulting in 81 -percent vehicle overlap. 

(Slide 6) Damage to vehicle (B) was moderate. (Slide 7) Direct damage to vehicle (B) began 
103-cm rear of the front axle and extended 199 cm down the right side to the quarter panel. 
Direct damage included the roof side rail, and the upper B- and C-pillars. The maximum crush 
was measured at 46 cm just rearward of the right B-pillar. (Slide 8) The right wheelbase of 
vehicle (B) was increased 4 cm. There was no significant change in the left wheelbase of vehicle 
(B). 



Using the WinSMASH accident-reconstruction program, and crush profiles measured for (slides 
9, 10, 11 and 12) case vehicle (A) and (slides 13, 14, 15 and 16) vehicle (B), the following 
impact severities were calculated:

DESCRIPTION OF DAMAGE TO CASE VEHICLE (A) 
Exterior 

In the front, (slide 17) the bumper, the grille, the hood, and both headlight assemblies were 
damaged. The hood latch was damaged and jammed closed. There was no other damage to the 
front of the vehicle. The windshield was not damaged. 

On the right side, (slide 18) the fender was damaged. (Slide 19) Both right-side doors were 
operational and (slides 20 and 21) there was no change in the wheelbase. The right-side glazing 
was not damaged. 

(Slide 22) On the left side, the fender was damaged. (Slide 23) Both left-side doors were 
operational and (slides 24 and 25) there was no change in the wheelbase. The left-side glazing 
was not damaged. 

(Slide 26) There was no damage to the rear of the vehicle, and (slide 27) no damage to the cargo 
bed. The backlight was not damaged. 



Interior 

This vehicle was equipped with steering-wheel and passenger frontal-impact airbags, and (slides 
28, 29, 30 and 31) both deployed. (Slides 32, 33, 34 and 35) There was no damage to the 
steering-wheel or (slides 36 and 37) the passenger airbag module covers. (Slides 38 and 39) 
There was no damage to the steering-wheel rim or (slides 40 and 41) spokes, and no deflection of 
the steering column. (Slide 42) There was a small tear in the panel above the glove box. (Slides 
43, 44, 45, 46, 47, 48, 49 and 50) There was no other damage. 



OCCUPANT KINEMATICS AND INJURIES 

The 6-ft, 3-in, 225-lb, 40-year-old male driver was wearing the three-point belt, and (slide 51) the 
frontal-impact airbag deployed. There were no witness marks on the plastic shoulder belt guide, 
(slide 52) but there were scratches on the metal latch plate that indicate general belt use. 

On impact, the driver moved forward into the 3-point belt and airbag. He sustained strains to his 
neck and back, probably due to impact forces. (Slide 53) Although there were scuff marks on the 
plastic knee bolster cover, no injuries were reported that could be associated with these contact 
marks. 

The 14-year-old male right-front passenger was wearing the three-point belt, and (slide 54) the 
frontal-impact airbag deployed. (Slide 55) There were no witness marks on the plastic shoulder 
belt guide, (slide 56) but there were scratches on the metal latch plate that indicate general belt 
use. 

On impact, the right-front passenger moved forward into the 3-point belt and airbag. (Slide 57) 
His knees contacted the knee bolster/glove box as evidenced by two scuf fmarks. He sustained 
an abrasion to his left knee from this contact but no injury was reported to the right knee. He 
sustained a contusion to his right forearm possibly from the airbag flinging his arm into the 
interior pane of the right-side door, although no contact marks were found on the interior door 
panel. 

The following tables and attached drawings (slides 58 and 59) summarize the injuries for the two 
occupants of case vehicle (A).
